All the Lambda staff 
members would like to see an end to this 
war but we do hot all agree on whether or 
not Canadian troops should be involved. I 
am sure that there are a number of people 
here at Laurentian University who have 
strong feelings regarding this war. I would 
extend an invitation to all students to use 
this forum to let your feelings be known. 

Most other student papers in 
Canada have adopted a strictly anti-war 
viewpoint in their treatment of war issues. 
Lambda is not going to do that. We are 
going to remain receptive to the wide 
variety of viewpoints that exist on this 
campus. I would hope that many 
Laurentian students would take advantage 
of this forum that is always accessible to 
you and stand up and be counted for what 
you believe in.

Dear Fellow Survivor of 
Sexual Abuse: 



I know what you're thinking, 
another piece of writing to read. I can't 
and won't blame you for thinking that. 
Initially, I thought: "Isn't it enough that I 
lived through this, do I have to read about 
it too?" The one thing that I ask of you, 
if that before you decide to throw this 
paper out, please take the time to read it 
when you feel emotionally ready to do so. 
I too am a victim of having been 
sexually abused. I prefer to think that I 
am a survivor of sexual abuse as opposed 
to a victim. Believe me there have been 
many times that I felt that I was a 
VICTIM let alone being a survivor. But 
just think of it, as many authors have 
written, you have survived a lot Before I 
tell you a little bit about myself, I think it 
is extremely important to tell you that 
your experiences are just as important, if 
not more, than mine. We seem to 
minimize our experiences to lessen the 
pain and more than likely we have grown 
up with the life script that says: "There is 
always someone worse off than you." 
While that may be true it does not negate 
the fact that we have been abused long 
term/short term, at the hands of one abuser 
or by many, the fact is that it did happen 
and that's what makes it important 

I was abused by three family 
members, my father and two older 
brothers. This abuse started at a very early 
age and continued for many years. I 
became very good at repressing these 
memories and minimizing my experiences 
for a very long time. As life does throw 
all of us some curve balls, circumstances 
and life situations arise that dredge up 
these memories. I have known for several 



years that I had been a victim of incest, 
but that is as far as I wanted to go with it 
Copping out??? I don't think so, I 
sincerely believe that, at that point in my 
life I wasn't ready to deal with it in 
addition to having 'helping' professionals 
who felt very uncomfortable with this 
whole issue. I know what you must be 
thinking... THEY felt uncomfortable 
about sexual abuse, hah!!!, what about us 
who lived through it?! Not a cheery 
thought but there are some people in the 

helping profession who truly care and offer 
their ears, shoulders, a non judgmental 
attitude and acceptance of YOU to help 
you through it. 

I have often thought that the 
process of 'healing', speaking out about 
my abuse, events, reading related literature 
was in itself another form of abuse. I 
often found myself getting very angry and 
upset that I had to live through this again, 
after all wasn't it me that was victimized 
initially? So why do I have to be the one 
that has to do all this? I had problems 
wi r Ji nightmares, night terrors and the ever 
forboding flashbacks. There were times 
that I woke up in the morning wondering 
if what I had lived through that night was 
in fact real or was it just a flashback. 
Sometimes I found it difficult to do my 
'reality' checks. I don't have these 
nightmares/flashbacks all the time now, in 
fact I can go long periods without having 
any of them. 

How I wanted to believe "Gee 
I've finally come through to the other side. 
I've dealt with it all now and that's the end 
of it!" You may be thinking: "When 
does this become a letter of 



encouragement?" This is a letter ot 
encouragement, but I don't want to lie to 
you nor do I want to hand you a line, God 
only knows, we've had our share of them. 
As you are probably finding out, dealing 
with sexual abuse is no easy feat. There 
is a hell of a lot of pain, anger and 
frustration involved. Sometimes we direct 
the anger where it belongs and sometimes, 
more often than not, it is misdirected (to 
out support people). My support people 
have told me numerous times that they 
could handle it. I didn't always believe it, 
but this is one area that you'll have to 
'trust' them and take them at their word. 
For me it was a question that I couldn't 
handle it! I somehow felt that they 
(support people) would look at me 
differently and judge me. Through some 
soul searching, T have come to realize that 
my support people don't assess me or 
judge me by MY measuring standards. 
What a relief for that!!! I know all too 
well how hard and demanding we are of 
ourselves. This drive in itself is not bad 
but it becomes dysfunctional when you 
place unrealistic expectations on yourself 
and on others. After all we are Qnly 
human and are by no means perfect. Oh 
how I tried so hard to be perfect but as you 
can guess I failed at that Now I try to be 
the best me that I can be. 

Surviving isn't always easy nor 
is it always hard. I have always had a very 
low self esteem and value. Even though 
times may be difficult, I am beginning to 
believe that "Heh I'm worth it, and I 
deserve it ! 1 "* I have had my share of 
'down' times too. I have survived years of 
sexual and emotional abuse and two 



suicide attempts. I can appreciate how 
hard 'things' get and how hopeless you can 
feel. My thoughts to you are, please try 
and hold on and try your damnedest to 
contact one of your support people. We 
know all too well what we perceive 
ourselves to be, so it only makes sense 
that you call someone who can do some 
reality checking with you and tell YOU 
WHO YOU REALLY ARE. I have been 
very fortunate that in the recent years, 
through a lot of situational and 
maturational crises, that I have had some 
fantastic support people around me. With 
their help, concern and verbal hugs, I now 
have a life that belongs to me and not a 
slave to 'my past'. 

I guess I may have missed the 
point when I started writing this but I felt 
so compelled to write this down and share 
it with you. I cannot say that I know 
your situation or that I know exactly what 
and how much pain you are going through 
right now, but I can say that I can 
empathize with your pain and what you 
have gone through and probably going 
through right now. I guess my overall 
message that I wanted to convey is: 

"DON'T GIVE UP ON 
YOURSELF ESPECIALLY WHEN YOU 
ARE GOING THROUGH A ROUGH 
TIME. HEALING IS POSSIBLE, 
REWARDING, CHALLENGING, AND 
EXCITING BUT IT CAN ALSO BE A 
SLOW, SCARY AND PAINSTAKING 
PROCESS, BUT THERE IS LIFE 
AFTER SEXUAL ABUSE -- 
YOUR LIFE!!!" 

I wish you continued success in 
your process of healing.

The January 10th Globe and Mail 
article contained a very ironic report about 
the state of affairs of Canadian democracy.

The rank and file remains in a place 
that is only minimally better in 
comparison to his position 45 years ago.

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LU Offers Studies, Northern College 



Laurentian University in 
Sudbury and Northern College in 
Timmins have signed an agreement 
that will allow students to get full 
Laurentian credits tor their first year of 
university studies taken at Northern, 
starting September 1991. 

"This initiative will benefit 
students in the Timmins area by 
enabling them to start their university 
studies without having to leave their 
community," said Dr. Charles 
Belanger, Acting President of 
Laurentian University. "Laurentian is 
very pleased to take part in extending 
the advantages of a university 
education to other regions of 
northern Ontario." 

Added Robert Gervais, 
President of Northern College: 
"Northern is particularly excited about 
this partnership because it helps to 
create Northern College as a centre for 
excellence in post-secondary 
education in the Timmins area." 

The agreement provides for 
courses in both French and English to 
be taught on site at Northern College. 
All courses will be offered in the day- 
time. A minimum of three courses will 



be taught live, with the remainder 
available via teleconference or 
distance education. 

Eligible students include 
those who have completed grade 13, 
as well as mature students who have 
been outside the formal education 
system for at least two years. 
Courses, which will be taught by 
faculty from the Timmins area, will be 
approved by corresponding academic 
departments at Laurentian University. 

The program has been in 
development for over a year, will allow 
first year university students from the 
Timmins area to avoid the travel, room 
and board costs that they would face if 
studying on-campus at Laurentian or 
other universities. Completing their 
first year at Northern College will also 
give these students a better sense of 
the realities of university level study, 
and help them to prepare them for 
their on-campus experiences once 
they attend Laurentian. 

Laurentian University and 
Northern College are currently 
exploring funding options for support 
services attached to the new program.

In Defence of UCF 



As a University Canadienne en 
France alumnus, I am distressed to see the 
negative attitudes towards UCF circulating 
around Laurentian University. Much of 
this bitterness is born out of confusion as 
to what UCF is, its function, what it 
stands for, and the economic 
responsibilities which it entails. Many 
Laurentian students are associating their 
financial burdens with Laurentian's 
involvement with the France project. 
Many of die grievances which students and 
faculty cite are unfounded and have evolved 
from a general ignorance of the 
complexity of the issue. For example, the 
anonymous individual who submitted a 
Letter to the Editor in LAMBDA'S January 
10, 1991 edition best illustrates the 
misconception which the Laurentian 
school body has over the Universitd 
Canadienne en France idea. UCF is a 
multi -faceted issue which requires care and 
prudence when arguing for and against it 

Many people, including my 
anonymous friend, have boiled UCF down 
to a purely monetary notion. Which is 
fine, yet, before pursuing an argument on 
economic grounds, all facts both must 
first be examined. 

To start, Laurentian University 
does not own the Universitd Canadienne 
en France campus; that distinction belongs 
to Blyth & Company. Instead, our 
institution has the responsibility for 
UCF's academic program. Any money 
which Laurentian University has sent to 
UCF has gone to the establishment of an 
academic curriculum, and not towards any 
investment into French real estate. 

Another cantankerous issue is the 
eligibility of UCF students for 
government student assistance programs. 
Every UCF student who qualifies for 
government assistance, may be awarded a 
grant or loan depending on whatever is 
applicable to their situation. However, one 
must not be mislead by this seemingly 
unfair act. The students who attend the 
Universitd Canadienne en France come 
form all the universities and colleges form 
across Canada. These people have already 
decided which institution they will attain 
their degree at; UCF is but a slight detour 
in their plans. Normally, the government 
assistance which these people have been 

awarded would go to their home 
universities. However in this case, the 
money is instead channeled into 
Laurentian University coffers for 
Laurentian's use. 

This then leads to an important 
and often overlooked factor. Regardless of 
whether the student decides to spend 
his/her entitlement at the Universitd 
Canadienne en France or at Laurentian 
University's Sudbury campus, all tuition 
gathered at both facilities goes directly to 
Laurentian's Sudbury campus. It is only 
later that UCF is given a portion of 
money with which to fulfill its monetary 
requirements. Yet there is still money left 
over from UCF tuitions which never goes 
to France., Rather, it stays here in 
Sudbury. 

To consolidate this position 
consider these points: since the Universitd 
Canadienne en France campus can 
facilitate two hundred students, imagine an 
influx of two hundred additional 
automobiles in our already inadequate 
parking facilities: and influx of two 
hundred additional students competing for 
living quarters in both the Residences and 
abroad in Sudbury. Consider also an influx 
of two hundred additional people in all our 
facilities and using all our services and 
then consider that the vast majority of 
UCF students will never use, let alone 
see, anything at the Sudbury campus and 
yet, their tuition fees help support all 
these things. 

Another bone of contention 
among Laurentian students is the wide 
belief that die Universitd Canadienne en 
France is a fiscal failure. Many feel that 
Laurentian University is wasting their 
hard-earned money on someone's vacation 
dreamland project. This view is utterly 
incorrect and there is statistical evidence 
which proves this. 



Although Laurentian University 
is, at present, in the red financially 
because of its initial contribution to the 
UCF academic program, projections have 
been made that this debt will be paid off 
by the scholastic year 1996-97. This debt 
will be paid off solely from tuitions 
gathered from UCF students and not from 
the additional revenues gathered at the 
Sudbury campus. Laurentian University 
has not contributed any more new money 
to UCF. 

Moreover, it has also been 
projected mat Laurentian University stands 
to gain an additional $993,440.00 by the 
1997-98 scholastic year alone from its 
UCF investment. The Universitd 
Canadienne en France has, from the time 
it began in 1987, never lost any money; it 
has only gained it. 

If anyone wishes to verify this 
information, visit the Universitd 
Canadienne en France office on the 
seventh floor of the Library Tower and ask 
for the "Universitd Canadienne en Franc: 
Academic Review. October 1990" 
document. Upon receiving the document, 
review the articles "Schedule A", 
"Schedule B", and "Incremental Cash Flow 
Impact of Entering Into Another Five Year 
Contract at Villefranche" on pages 63, 64, 
and 67 respectfully. This document, and in 
particular the aforementioned articles, best 
illustrates the financial position of UCF. 
It is this important information which my 
anonymous friend seems to have 
conveniently neglected in his/her 
assessment of UCF. 

At this time I will direct your 
attention back to my anonymous friend's 
letter on UCF. For reasons already given, 
a financial argument against UCF would 
undisputably go in UCFs favour. Since 
this aspect of his/her assessment of the 
situation, incredible ignorant of the entire 
issue, and highly reproachable for his/her 
remarks. 

Firstly, my anonymous friend 
completely perverted the statistics on the 
number of Laurentian University students 
who attended UCF. In the past three years 
since UCF first opened its doors, only 
fifteen Laurentian students have attended 
this facility. Observe please the wording 
of the previous statement, "only fifteen", 
and do not misconstrue it with "fifteen 
only". There is no limit as to how many 
Laurentian students can attend the 
Universitd Canadienne en France. If 
someone from Laurentian wants to go to 
UCF, then he/she is by all means eligible 
to do so. 

Now, there are a few factors 
which prevent many Laurentian students 
from undertaking such an endeavor. A 
criterion which everyone wishing to go to 
UCF must pass is that he/she must be in 
good academic standing at his/her home 
university. Surprisingly, many people 
disaualifv for UCF on this very basis; 
they failed a number of their courses. 
Next, many people simply "chicken-out" 
and either withdraw or never return their 
application. And finally, for financial 
reasons, some are unable to go. 

With regards to the last point, 
this is not to say, however, that UCF is 
an exclusive country club for rich 
Laurentian students. ON the contrary, I 
can attest that I do not come from a family 
of may means yet I was able to go. I 
achieved my passage to France by toiling 
in a filthy, gaseous pit, somewhere in the 
INCO Smelter for my entire summer 
break. It was not uncommon for me to 
work a seventy hour week. Like many of 
my fellow UCFers, I earned die money to 
go to France from the sweat of my brow 
and the frugality of my saving. Anyone 
can go to the Universitd Canadienne en 
France. It require though, hard-work, 
careful penny-pinching, and a dedicated 
commitment to attaining this goal. 

The other allegations which my 
anonymous friend has stated are utterly 
ludicrous and only goes illustrate the total 
ineptitude which he/she possesses in 
analyzing anything of this nature. My 
friend draws a relationship between the 
higher food prices found at the grocery 
store located in the Single Student's 
Residence and the supposed financing of 
UCF students. This grocery store, along 
with every other food vending facility on 



SGA Considers Pulling out of OFS

The Ontario Federation of 
Students cost the students of Laurentian 
University $3.00/SGA member but they 
spend more time lobbying for non- 
academic issues man academic. The money 
that is sent to OFS could be better spent 
here at Laurentian. These were some of the 
reasons given that favored holding a 
referendum on SG A's possible withdrawal 
from the OFS. 

Dave Maguire, one of the 
proponents of the motion, stated that there 
was a problem with getting the OFS 
message out to average students. The OFS 
is the only lobby group for students in 
Ontario but they spend a lot of time 
covering non-academic issues. He feels 
that holding a referendum would perhaps 
push Laurentian students to become more 
active. 



As well many of the members of 
council stated that there is too much 
apathy at Laurentian. Very often important 
issues are ignored here. Withdrawing from 
OFS would further damage our campus* 
credibility. 

SGA president Marc Veno warned 
that this decision must not be made in 
haste. He asked councilors to wait before 
making a decision to allow SGA to gather 
information about OFS and bring it back 
to council. It was then decided by council 
to table this motion for two meetings to 
allow the members of council to become 
more informed before a vote is held. 



die Sudbury campus is owned and operated 
by Merriott Foods Ltd., which, 
incidentally, is a catering service which 
won the exclusive rights to sell food stuffs 
on campus. Although Laurentian 
University awarded die contract to Merriott 
Foods Ltd., it has no control on the prices 
which Merriott is asking for its goods. All 
the profits made on food sales go to 
Merriott, not Laurentian. If it is felt that 
Merriott Foods Ltd. is fleecing the student 
body, it is a simple matter to file as 
many grievances as possible against the 
company and force Laurentian to find a 
more suitable alternative to Merriott. 

My anonymous friend seems to 
believe that the cause for the increased 
parking fares and erection of the infamous 
toll gates is the fault of UCF. 
Unsurprisingly, this too is a mistake. 
Prior to last year, Laurentian Security 
guards could ticket any automobile which 
did not have the appropriate parking 
sticker. However, the City of Sudbury 
revoked this privilege since Security 
became too overzealous in giving out 
fines. This quashed all of Security's 
control over the campus parking and this 
in turn allowed people to park wherever 
they felt like it. In order to alleviate this 
problem, Laurentian introduced the toll 
gates, thus insuring that whatever parking 
privileges people were entitled to, they 
were guaranteed to get it. Probably the 
increased parking fares are to help pay for 
this measure of control. 

My anonymous friend's 
accusations that Laurentian University lost 
its Canada Employment Centre because 
money was diverted to UCF instead of 
going towards the Centre is totally 
unfounded. The Canada Employment 
Centre was scuttled, not because of UCF, 
rather, by our beloved Federal government 
Blame Mulroney for this tragic blow, not 
UCF. 



And finally, the most ridiculous 
statement my anonymous friend 
expounded, the Universitd Canadienne en 
France is to blame for the failure of 
Laurentian University's Intramural Hockey 
league. Consider his argument: Laurentian 
University initiated covert plans to 
embezzle 6,400.00 from the student body 
via tricking them into paying a $400.00 
per team entrance fee only to cancel the 
league and keep the cash before the league 
had time to start. The stupidity of this 
notion astounds me. There is absolutely 
no evidence whatsoever to back such a 
claim that the UCF program is even 
remotely involved in this fiasco. The party 
to blame is not UCF, rather, the 
individuals who engaged in the bench- 
clearing brawl during one of the games 
which ruined it for everyone. As for the 
money, the people who organized this ill- 
fated league are the one's to see. 

I would certainly hope that I have 
answered most of the questions about the 
Universitd Canadienne en France. Those 
which I have not I will address in another 
article later. What has ben shown here is 
that UCF is an issue which cannot be 
taken lightly. There are many aspects of 
the argument which require examination 
before a proper evaluation of UCF can 
occur. Too often people are using UCF as 
a scapegoat for problems which they 
cannot easily identify. It wold be tragic for 
Laurentian University to loose the 
Universitd Canadienne en France because 
of a misunderstanding. Although not 
apparent, UCF has an intrinsic worth 
more valuable than we give it credit for.

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Native Studies Welcomes 
Roger Spielmann 



Professor Roger Spielmann 
recently joined the Department of Native 
Studies at the University of Sudbury. He 
spent the last 11 years living and working 
with the Algonquin First nation in 
Western Quebec. From 1983-1990, he 
served as the Coordinator of the Algonquin 
Language and Culture Program at Amo 
Ososwan School in the community of 
Winneway. He was involved in a number 
of bilingual education and document 
translation projects in the communities of 
Pikogan and Winneway, and admits to 
occasional bouts of being homesick for 
community life. He also taught 
community-based courses under the 
auspices of McGill University and the 
University of Quebec. 

Dr. Spielmann moved to Sudbury 
last August with his wife Ruth, and his 
three daughters, Jennifer (12), Melissa (9) 
and Stephanie (4). He graduated with a 
B.A. in Social Sciences from Warner 
Pacific College (Portland, Oregon) in 
1976, and in 1977, he completed his M.A. 
in Sociology at the University of Texas. 
In 1984, he earned his doctorate from the 
Department of Anthropology and 
Sociology at the University of British 
Columbia. His major research interests 
are in the areas of Ojibwa language and 
culture, Algonquian discourse analysis, 
ethnography of speaking, Native education 
and ethnomethodology. 

Dr. Spielmann is currently 
teaching three courses at the University of 
Sudbury: Contemporary Native Issues, 



The Original People of North America, 
and Education and Native People. He 
enjoys teaching the Department of Native 
Studies and considers himself to be a 
student-oriented professor who likes to 
incorporate Native community issues into 
his courses. He is conversationally fluent 
in Algonquin (a northern dialect of 
Ojibwa) and French. He has published 
extensively in a number of academic 
journals, including Journal of Literary 
Semantics and Papers of the Algonquian 
Conference. He recendy completed a book 
which is being used in the Secondary 
Language and Culture Program at Amo 

Ososwan School, entitled Melvin the 
Moose Presents a Survival Guide to 
Algonquin Language and Culture. When 
asked about his alter-ego, he said: 
"Melvin is no ordinary moose. In fact, if 
you see Melvin in the bush, I would 
advise you to stay clear of him. He can be 
one mean son-of-a-moose." 

Dr. Spielmann's current research 
interests focus on developing a HyperCard 
computer-based version of the Survival 
Guide and doing research on Native 
humour with one of his colleagues. He 
also acts as an Anthopology Consultant 
for the Soci6t6 internationale de 
linguistique and is actively involved in 
supporting the Chicago Cubs. His dream 
is to someday play centerfield for the 
Cubs: "if not in this life, then perhaps in 
the next."

This programme forms pan of the official academic 
offering of the Universities of Birmingham, London 
and Oxford and provides courses related to the 
unique academic and cultural resources of each 
University. The programme has run annually since 
1948. All the Schools have an established tradition 
of attracting distinguished lecturers and other leading 
authorities from British universities and elsewhere. 

The academic programme seeks to provide a balance 
between supervised study and opportunities for 
students to pursue their particular intellectual 
interests. The details of the teaching programme 
vary from School to School. There are usually set 
lectures each working morning which all 
members of the School are expected to attend. In 
addition, each student attends a seminar or tutorial 
group which meets twice weekly for at least 
one hour and for which the student is expected 
to do specific reading and, on occasion, to submit 
an essay or to present a paper introducing a class 
discussion.

Afternoons not taken up with formal study are free 
for students to read in the libraries, take part in 
optional open discussions or workshops, or go on 
visits, some of which are organized, relevant to the 
work of the course or of more general cultural 
interest.
